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You be the Referee 


Over the last few weeks we have commented on a number 
of Laws of the Game. Here are a series of situations that 
have occurred in games. You be the referee and decide what 
action you will take, and then check your responses with the 
correct decisions. 


1. Anattacker in an offside position inside his opponents’ 
penalty area but not involved in active play is violently 
struck by an opponent. What action does the referee take? 

2. Aplayer who has left the field of play to receive treatment 
trips an opponent inside the field. What action does the 
referee take? 

3. Agoalkeeper standing inside his penatty area deliberately 
handles the ball just outside the penalty area. What action 
does the referee take? 

4. While the bali is in play, two players of the same team 
commit unsporting behaviour or violent conduct towards 
each other on the field of play. What action does the referee 
take? 

5. Areferee cautions a player who then apologises for his 
misconduct. Can the referee decide not to report the 
incident? 

6. The goalkeeper controls the ball with his hands in the 
penalty area, and then passes it to a team-mate who is 
also within the penalty area. The latter miskicks the ball 
towards his own goal. The goalkeeper touches it with his 
hands but fails to stop it entering the goal. What action 
does the referee take? 

7. Agoalkeeper holding the ball bounces it before he kicks it 
up-field. Is it an offence to bounce the ball? 

8. The goalkeeper in his penalty area holds the ball in his 
hands then places it on the ground and takes it outside 
the penalty area (kicking it). He then decides to re-enter 
the penalty area and touches the ball again with his hands. 
What action does the referee take? 

9. Is it permitted for a referee to show a red card to a 
substitute to indicate he must leave the technical area 
and go to the changing room, whether or not he has taken 
part in the match, for his use of offensive, insulting or 
abusive language and/or gestures? 

40. While the ball is in play, the goalkeeper strikes an opponent 
in the area enclosed by the goal line and the goal nets. 
What action does the referee take?

Stop play, send off the opponent for violent conduct, and 
restart with a dropped ball. 

Stop play, caution the player, and restart with a dropped ball. 
Stop play, either caution or send off the goalkeeper 
(depending whether the keeper denied an obvious goal- 
scoring opportunity or not), and restart with a direct free 


kick to the opposition. 


4. Stop play, either caution (unsporting behaviour) or send 


off (violent conduct) both players and restart with a 
dropped ball. 


5. No! 
6. Award the goal. The ball must leave the penalty area for 


goal or free kicks only. The defender is not guilty of 
deliberately passing it to his keeper (he miskicked it), so 
the keeper is entitled to try to stop it with his hands - 
unfortunately he failed! 


7. No, now the goalkeeper can run around the penalty area, 


bouncing the ball as often as he likes as long as he 
releases the ball into play within six (6) seconds. 


8. Stop play, award an indirect free kick to the opposition at 


the place where the keeper touched the ball a second 
time with his hands. 


9. Yes. However, the referee cannot show red or yellow cards 


to team officials on the bench. If an official is guilty of 
such an offence he can be directed to leave the technical 


area but should not be shown cards. 


10.Stop play, send off the keeper for violent conduct, and 


restart with a dropped ball from the place where the ball 
was when play was stopped. A penally cannot be given 
as the offence took place outside the penalty area, 
indeed outside the field of play. 


All questions regarding the correct decisions should be made 
to The Technical Committee, FIFA, Switzerland - good luck! 
For those of you who are not referees and who got at least 
more than seven out of ten correct, a refereeing future awaits. 
Even for those of you who got less than seven right, you can 
also attend a refereeing course and become a referee and 
get most of them right on the day.
